Bielek et aL describe the use of a polymer carrier film only and describe sufficient 
adhesion of the example having Vitel® 3350 resin to the film, but describe the example 
as not adhering sufficiently well to a wide variety of receiving surfaces to which the 
composites of the invention may be applied. This is presumptively the best mode of 
Bielekt et aL Silverschotz disclose paper but the range of polymer and ferromagnetic 
material are different than the embodiment of claim 1 of the present application. 

A person skilled in the art would not expect that direct application of such a composition 
as above would produce adequate adhesion to substrates other than those disclosed 
therein in view of Bielek et al.'s statements at col. 2, last paragraph to the top of col. 3.

Neither Bielek et al. nor Silverschotz specifically disclose ethylene copolymers of the 
type recited in amended claim 1, nor disclose the use of amorphous polyalphaolefins. 
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
